those  dependent 
upon  the  soil  for  a  livelihood  have  con¬ 
trived  to  safeguard  their  crops  by  pro* 
tecting  against  those  extreme  weather 
conditions  which  sooner  or  later  visit 
every  section. 

The  Dutch  Bulb  Growers  have  a  very  enviable 
record  over  a  long  period  for  dependable  per¬ 
formance.  Their  artificially  maintained  water  level 
has  eliminated  the  old  worry  of 
too  much  or  too  little  rain  and  the 
growers  have  taken  every  precau¬ 
tion  to  guard  against  abnormal 
weather  conditions.  They  were, 
however,  unprepared  for  the  most 
unusual  cold  weather  that  was  ex¬ 
perienced  all  over  Europe  last 
winter.  In  many  sections  it  was 
colder  than  it  had  been  in  over 
one  hundred  years.  Much  stock 
was  frozen  and  the  resulting  short 
supply  has  necessitated  higher 
prices. 

Of  the  items  which  are 
allowed  entry  into  this  country, 
Crocus  have  possibly  suffered  the  greatest  damage;  but  Tulips 
have  also  encountered  severe  losses.  Many  of  the  most  popular 
varieties  were  the  hardest  hit.  We  are  afraid  that  there  will  be 
many  disappointing  deliveries,  and  buyers  should  carefully  inquire 
into  the  supplier’s  ability  to  deliver  before  making  commitments. 

In  southern  Europe  the  severe  losses  first  reported  did  not 
materialize  and  there  seem  to  be  enough  bulbs  in  most  lines  to 
supply  the  demand. 

Elsewhere  nearly  normal  conditions  prevail  although  the 
supply  of  some  Japanese  Lilies  is  below  normal.

Simple  Instructions  For  Bulb  Forcing 


1 —  Order  your  bulbs  early.  For  best  forcing  results  good  root  action  is  essential  and  this  can  only 
be  accomplished  if  the  bulbs  are  planted  on  time. 

2 —  Unpack  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  received.  If  they  are  not  to  be  planted  immediately  they  should  be 
taken  out  of  the  bags  and  stored  in  shallow  trays  in  a  cool  well  aired  location.  This  is  more 
important  than  is  generally  believed  for  much  damage  can  result  to  the  bulbs  by  a  prolonged 
stay  in  the  shipping  containers. 

3 —  Do  not  use  the  very  shallow  flats.  We  recommend  four  inches  minimum  inside  depth. 

4 —  Give  the  flats  a  moderate  watering  only  and  bury  them  in  deep  trenches  and  cover  thoroughly. 

5—  Don’t  be  tempted  to  bring  them  into  heat  too  soon.  This  is  the  cause  of  most  of  the  failures. 

6 —  Examine  the  bulbs  carefully  to  see  that  they  have  established  good  root  systems  before  bringing 
them  into  the  heat.  Also  be  sure  that  the  variety  you  are  handling  is  adapted  for  forcing  at  that 
particular  time.  Be  careful  of  bottom  heat  for  many  bulbs  are  spoiled  by  immediate,  close  con¬ 
tact  with  hot  pipes.  Place  under  the  benches  until  top  growth  develops  a  few  inches.  A  gradual 
increase  in  temperature  is  better  than  placing  the  bulbs  immediately  into  a  high  heat. 

The  “spotting"  of  Tulip  Flowers,  which  yearly  is  a  source  of  much  grief  to  many  Tulip  forcers, 
is  usually  attributable  to  improper  atmospheric  conditions,  and  these  can  be  corrected  to  a  great 
extent  by  exercising  care  in  watering.  Our  suggestion  is  that  the  watering  be  done  in  the  morning. 
The  buds  and  opening  flowers  should  never  be  sprayed  until  there  is  sufficient  sun  heat  or  air  circula¬ 
tion  to  permit  of  quick  drying. 


When  Planting  Bulbs  OUTDOORS 

Outdoor  planting  should  also  be  done  as  early  as  possible 
so  that  the  bulbs  can  develop  a  good  root  growth  before  the  cold 
weather  sets  in.  The  soil  must  be  thoroughly  spaded  to  a  depth 
of  at  least  twelve  inches  and  a  good  application  of  rotted  manure 
or  bone  meal  incorporated  at  the  time.  Remove  a  layer  of  the 
soil  of  the  same  depth  as  the  final  cover,  level  the  surface,  then 
set  the  bulbs  upright  in  the  arrangement  as  desired  and  then 
replace  the  cover.  A  mulching  of  leaves,  rotted  manure,  peat 
moss  or  similar  subjects  is  always  helpful  and  is  necessary  in 
colder  regions. 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  bulbs  required  for 
the  planting  of  circular  beds  of  the  sizes  as  given.  For  oval  beds 
the  average  diameter  can  be  obtained  by  adding  the  greatest 
length  and  width  and  then  splitting  it.

A  brief  explanation  of  the  leading  types  is  shown  below! 


We  are  keen  observers  of  the  forcing  quality  of  all  the  varieties  we 
advocate  for  this  purpose  and  the  way  that  our  bulbs  are  performing 
leaves  no  doubt  as  to  their  value. 


AJAX,  large  trumpets. 

BARRI,  short  cup,  usually  not  over  1/3  the  length  of  the  perianth  {petals). 
INCOMP ARABILIS,  medium  length  cups,  sometimes  %  of  the  length  of  the 
perianth, 

LEEDSII ,  medium  length  cups  of  white  or  cream  zvith  white  perianth. 

POETAZ,  flowers  in  clusters — see  photo  on  page  eight. 

POETICUS,  pure  white  perianth,  short  cups  with  rim  of  orange  or  scarlet. 
JONQUILS,  small  flowers  in  clusters.  Very  sweet  scented. 

NOTE — Large  trumpet  Daffodils  are  erroneously  called  Jonquils  in  some 
sections  of  the  country.

We  have  an  extra  fine  stock  of  King  Alfred,  which  is  the 
peer  of  them  all,  and  in  considering  the  price  of  this  variety,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  flowering  percentage  of  the 
bulbs  we  offer  is  greater  than  with  the  bulbs  formerly  imported. 

A  shortage  of  the  Bicolors  still  exists;  but  there  are  enough 
other  varieties  available  to  produce  a  succession  of  blooms 
throughout  the  season  in  a  good  representation  of  all  the  types.

Particular  care  should  be  taken  in 
selecting  the  varieties  best  adapted  to  the  purpose  intended,  for 
many  have  a  beauty  or  value  only  when  grown  under  certain  con¬ 
ditions.
